In 1874 Blackburn received tbe 
nomination to succeed Hon. J. B. 
Keck in Congress from the Seventh 
district, defeating Hon. Kd D. Mar- 
sball by a majority of G ,200 votes 
in a total of only about 16,000. 
Marabal also resided In Woodford 
county. He was a distinguished or- 
ator and a man of almost irreslstable 
magnetic force. Their campaign in 
the summer of '74 was one of tbe 
most sensational political races ever 
waged in Kentucky, their debates on 
the stump always being very acrimo- 
uions. Blackburn was re-elected to 
CuDgreas in 1876, again in ’78, '80
